OPE for a substantial reduction in the amount of loss 


•which farmers annually suffer from the black wheat 


rust is held out hy Dr. E. C. Slakman. 
This promise, 


however, has only limited application. 
The barberry 


campaign is not completed. 
There are localities where 


the bush still thrives and still menaces the crops. 


But in those districts where the eradication has been 


complete, there should be a distinct gain at the next 
harvest, other things being equal. 
The campaign will j 


not have covered the Northwest until the 1924 season.' 
and there remains enough 
barberry, particularly in 


North and South Dakota, according to the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, to cause one of the dread epidemics 
if weather condition arc. from the point of view of the 
hungry rust fungus, right. 


The moral is plain. 
The campaign must go on with 


all possible vigor, which means that not only must

state and Federal agents do their part, as they undoubt- 
edly will, but the farmers must co-operate.
